Coffee County District Judge announces Truancy Court 


by Linda Hodge, Editor 


School officials stood with 
the court's backing and with full 
support of District. Attorney 
Gary McAliley~ last Thursday 
afternoon; Aug. 4, as District 
Judge Paul Sherling announced 
the formation of Truancy Court. 

“Children‘are our most impor- 
tant asset,” said McAliley. “I’m 
glad to live in a county with 
superintendents who believe 
children deserve the opportunity 
to get a good education,” 

Judge Sherling said atten- 
dance at schools throughout the 
county will come under a micro- 
scope in the new school year as 
the Alabama Board of 
Education. has — mandated 
changes in the way schools han- 
dle unexcused absences. When a 
child has reached five unex- 
cused absences, the juvenile 
court will be notified. 

“T felt-it-important to have a 
Truancy Court Day,” Sherling 
said, “Truancy and unexcused 
absences are the first symptom 
of many other problems. The 
schools will initially address 
these issues, and if attendance 
does not improve we will handle 
it through Truancy Court.” 

Sherling said Truancy Court 
will be held once a month and 
will involve the child and par- 
ents meeting with the juvenile 
probation officers, the district 
attorney and school officials. 
After meeting with the parents, 
he said the school officials and 
district attorney will decide if 
aharges need to be filed against 
the parents and/or juvenile, If 
so, they will retum to Truancy 
Court, 

“Absenteeism is one of the 
biggest problems we have in 
today's society,” said Jim Reese, 
superintendent of the Enterprise 
School System, “This is going 
to be a way we can make every-

dance and other school rules. 
Sherling said parents are 
responsible for the behavior and 
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attendance of their children at 
school, and any unexcused 
absence or tardy from school 
can be judged as a truancy. 

“It's my hope and desire that 


we have no truancies,;” Sherling 
said. “But, we're putting parents

AVALA OPPOSES TRIAL

Alabama’ Voters Against 
Lawsuit Abuse opposes a 
request by plaintiff attorneys 
that the Alabama Supreme 
Court uphold a $3.5 billion 


court award against 
ExxonMobil in a lawsuit 
brought by the state, 


Plaintiff lawyers petitioned 
the court to uphold the award 
due to the “severity”’ of -the 
wrongdoing and the size of the 
defendant. 

Both these claims are bogus. 
This fiasco is about nothing 
more than a contract dispute 
over how royalties were com- 


puted for natural gas from 
Mobile Bay. 

The largest amount any jury 
has found at question is $100 
million. If there was any wrong- 
doing at all, the most the state 
should be awarded under guide- 
lines set by the U.S. Supreme 
Court is $400 million. Most 
people aren’t aware that 
ExxonMobil actually initiated 
the lawsuit to settle the dispute. 

The U.S. Supreme Court has 
said lawsuit awards in such 
cases should be compensatory 
damages plus punitive damages 
of three times that amount. The 
$3.5 billion would be 145 times 
compensatory, 

As to the size of the defen- 
dant, justice must be blind to 
such things. Equal justice under 
the law means the rich have to 
be protected from unfairness 
just like the poor. The lady with 
the blindfold is not supposed to 
know how big or small a defen- 
dant is. But in this case, trial

Ready for next challenge 
Charles Cole named girls basketball coach 


at Enterprise-Ozark Community College 


Former New Brockton High 
School basketball coach Charles 
Cole had never backed down 
from a challenge. So, when offi- 
cials from Enterprise-Ozark 
Community College came look- 
ing for a new women’s basket- 
ball coach he hesitated only 
briefly before agreeing to take 
over the reins of the Lady 
Weevils and immediately went 
to work planning on how. to turn 
the team into one of the state's 
best. 

“My only hesitation was 
because I had coached the girls 
high school team at Daleville 
the past two years and didn't 
want the girls to think I had 
given. up on them after I pushed 
them so hard-to be their best,” 
Stated Coach Cole. “The girls at 
Daleville had worked hard for 
the past two seasons and last 
season made it to the sub-region 
playoffs. !' knew we would have 
a good team again this sea- 
son, and my © first 
thoughts were about the 
members of the team.” 

“Coaching at the col- 
lege level was always a 
challenge 1 had wanted 
to meet,” added Cole, “and 
after I talked with my family 
and met with my team I accept- 


Fe 
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starter and twice led the Hornets 
in rebounding. After graduation 
he returned to his roots as a 
teacher/coach at Warren Smith 
High School in New Brockton, 
He led the basketball program to 
new heights in his eight years at 
the helm at Warren Smith, then 
accepted the position of assis- 
tant principal/athletic director at 
New Hope Junior High, a small 
junior high school located in the 
northeast corner of Coffee 
County. While ‘at New. Hope 
Cole led the team to numerous 
county titles ‘and — earned 
statewide recognition with his 
high-scoring offensive style of 
play. 

Cole thought he had hung up 
his whistle in the late 70s after 
being named the. principal at 
New . Brockton~ Elementary 
School, but when the head bas- 
ketball coach at’'New Brockton 

High School resigned late in 

the summer of 1978 the 

longtime coach 

agreed to take over 

they program, Cole 

was the head bas- 

ketball coach at 

New Brockton for 

three years and led the 

Gamecocks to three 

straight winning seasons and the 

Class 2A State Championship in 

1981. He stepped down after the 

‘81 season to return as the full- 

time principal at New Brockton 

Elementary, where he remained 
until his retirement in 1998, 

“My health had begun to 
decline years before I retired,” 
admitted Cole, “but I had 
worked with children, teachers 
and parents all my life and just 
couldn't imagine life out of edu- 
cation and coaching. | knew it 
was time; however, and after 37 
years walked away and locked 
the doors of my office and hand- 
ed the keys over to the next 
principal.” 

Retirement presented Cole 
with a new challenge as he

began to walk around his home 
town on a daily basis and lis-

It was 
during my second term in office 
Iwas approached to coach the 
girls at Daleville, and once 
again I talked with my family 
and we decided it was a chal- 
lenge | should accept, | enjoyed 
the two years at Daleville and 
was making plans for a third 
season when I was offered the 
position at Enterprise-Ozark 
Community College. 1 knew 
being a college coach would 
take up more of my time and 
would include some long road 
trips, but it was a challenge | 
had always wanted the opportu- 
nity to wy and was like a kid in 
a candy store when | walked 
into the gym and unlocked my 
office.” 

“1 am the mayor of New 
Brockton and love being able to 
work with the council and citi- 
zens while looking ahead to the 
future of our city,” stated Cole,

Four mid-season champions 
crowned in racing action at South 
Alabama Speedway in Kinston

With recent rainouts, South Alabama Speedway had four Mid 
Season Championship races scheduled for Saturday night. The

On each restart, Peel could pull along- 
side Hellett, but Hellett had the preferred inside groove and could 
pull back ahead. On the last restart, Peel got good traction on the 
outside and was able to stay with Hellett. But as the pair headed 
off of turn four for the final time, Hellett got the traction he need- 
ed to pull ahead at the checkers, Terry Malone was third, followed 
by Jamie Ater, and Mike Daniels. 

In the Street Stock race, Sam Smith took the lead on lap six and 
went on to take the win, Smith had to hold off the challenges of 
early leader Derek Deese, who refused to let Smith get too far 
ahead, Deese had a couple of shots at Smith on restarts, getting a 
nose inside of Smith. But Smith was able to power ahead and 
maintain his lead, Jeff Rudd ran third all race. Gary Morse finished 
third with Charles Cotton fifth, 

In the Roadrunner Mid Season race, Jimmie Hager grabbed the 
early lead, leading by as. much as eight car lengths in the early 
going.
